The Queen was stricken with 
paralysis on Friday and has grad- 
ually grown worse.

Out of the 
Prince's income during his minorit) 
moreover, the Prince Consort had 
saved enough to purchase the fine 
country estate of Sandringham, in 
Norfolk. The young couple took 
Marlborough House, London, tor a 
town house. 

He made his famous tour of India 
in 1875. He took $200,000 with him, 
to be spent in presents. His first 
appearance was made in Bombay, 
on a splendidly caparisoned ele- 
phant. In India he talked with 
seven thugs, killed tigers and 
brought home a menagerie, which 
is still living at Sandrigham. 

For many years after this the 



ren occurred, that of the Princess 
Louise to the Duke ot Fife, his old 
chum. 

The Prince's favorite statesman 
is Cecil Rhodes. He has always 
had a strong admiration for the 
Jews, having numbered Lord Roth- 
cbild, Baron de Hirsch and others 
among his intimate friends.

We arc happily situ- 
ated in this country in being able to 
look back upon such a struggle as a

el annual report of the Stab 
Prison Commission fertfei year end 
ihg November 30,1900, was com 
plettd to-day and presented to thi 
Governor, to whom, by direction of 
the statutes, it is made. The report 
embraces reports of the officials of 
the main penitentiary here and the 
branch institution at Eddyville, 
and goes into detail covering the 
management of both prisons, 
shows that the branch prison was 
operated at a less expense to the 
State than ever before in its his- 
tory, and demonstrates that this 
would have been true of both insti- 
tions but for the thr.^e disastrous 
conflagrations which occurred with- 
in the walls of the Frankfort prison 
here. 

The reports of the wardens of the 

two prisons show that 1,705 prison- 
ers were confined in the two insti- 
tutions November 30 last. Of these 
1,550 are employed regularly under 
contract in the shops of the instiiti 
tions. There were confined in the 
main prison here on December 
1899, 1,199 men. During the year 
534 were received and ,540 were 
stricken from the rolls by death and 
release. Of the 534 received the 
State of Kentucky contributed 431, 
the State of Tennessee 21, Ohio 12, 
and twenty-six other States of the 
Union had representatives. Twenty- 
one prisoners died during the year, 
one at the hand of a fellow prison- 
er, while another committed suicide. 
The others died from natural 
causes. 

At the Kddyville prison there 
were confined on December 1, 1899, 
just 486 convicts. During the year 
279 new ones were received from the 
counties of Western Kentucky, and 
253 were stricken from the rolls by 
death and discharge. Eleven died 
during the year.

Prison Commission for the year end- 
ing November 30, 1900, was 
ph u il to-day and presented 
Governor, to whom, by direction of 
the statutes, it is made. The report 
embraces reports of the officials of 
ntiary here and the 
Cddy villa, 
»nd goes into detail covering the 
management of both prisons, 
shows that the branch prisao waa 
operated at a less expense to the 
State than ever before in its his- 
tory, and demonstrates that this 
would have been true of both iusti- 
tions but for the three disastrous 
nflagrations which occurred with- 
the walls of the Frankfort prison 
here. 

The reports of the wardens of the 

■o prisons show that 1,705 prison- 
s were conlined in the two insti- 
tutions November 30 last. Of these 
1,550 are employed regularly under 
tbe shops of the institu- 
tions. There were confined in the 
mam prison here on December 1, 
1899, 1,199 men. During the year 
534 were received and 540 were 
stricken from the rolls by death and 
release. Of the 534 received the 
State of Kentucky contributed 431. 
the State of Tennessee 21. Ohio 12, 
and '..wenty-six other States of the 
Union had representatives, Twenty- 
one prisoners died during the year, 
one at the hand of a fellow prison- 
er, while another committed suicide. 
The others died from natural 
causes. 

At the tiddyville prison there 
:re confined on December 1, 1899, 
just 486 convicts. During the year 
279 new ones were received from the 
of Western Keutucky. and 
253 were stricken from the rolls by 
death and discharge.

PINS. 

Were First Mad* in Franc* of Brass 
and lrou 

Queen Catharine obtained pins 
from France; and, in 1543, an act was 
pasted: "That no person shall put 
to sale any pinnes but only such as 
shall he double headed and have the. 
heads soldered fust to the shank of 
the pinnes, well smoothed, the shank 
well shapen, the points well round* 
filed, cautcd and sharpened." 

At this time most jWns were m 
of brass, but many were also mad 
iron with brass surface. France £ 
a lurgo number of pins to England 
til about the year 1626. 

In this year, says Good Words, 
John Tilsby started pinmaking 
Gloucestershire. So successful was 
his venture that he soon had 1,500 
persons working. These pins made 
at Stroud wero held in high repute. 

In 1636 pinmakers combined anc 
founded a corporation. The industry 
was carried on at Bristol and Binning 
ham, the latter becoming' the chiel 
center. In 1775 prizes were offered 
for the first native-made pins and 
needles in Carolina; and during tin 
war in 1812 pins fetched enormous 
prices.
